The Mormon Question.

Wasuinoron, Oct. 7.—Most of the 
Senators and Congressmen have left 
Washington, but the news from the 
Mormon conference was heard with 
profound satisfaction by the officials 
here who have mainly to deal with 
the church in Utah.

‘‘l am glad to hear of it and hop: the 
action of the Mormons was taken in 
all sincerity. If the action of the Mor- 
mon conference brings forth proper 
fruite, natarally it will tend to relax 
the rigor of the law. It is polygamy 
that it is desired to exterminate. | 
confess the recent landing of a large 
number of female immigrants at New 
York does not, to my mind, tally very 
well with this official action of the 
Mormon Church, nor does it indicate 
reform. However, let us accept it in 
a spirit of sincerity and trust that they 
really propose to conform to the law 
of the land. It is much preferable to 
have them relinquish polygamy volun- 
tarily than to be compelled to crush 
it out by the strong arm of the law.”’ 
Attorney-General Miller,upon whom 
devolves the duty of prosecuting those 
charged with polygamous practices, 
said: ‘‘ The significance of this pro- 
ceeding on the part of the General 
Mormon Council will have to be de- 
veloped by circumstances; whether 
the set of men who in the past have 
been as wise as serpents are suddenly 
going to become as harmless as doves 
is a problem which the future alone 
can solve. Probably they begin to 


realize that they cannot resist the 
power of this Goveroment.

At Lawrenceburg the President said : 
“My friends, I want to thank you 
very cordially for this greeting. All 
the scenes about here are very familiar 
to me. This town of Lawrenceburg 
was the first village of my childish 
recollections, and as 1 approached it 
this morning I passed the earliest 
home of my recollectiona—the home 
in which my childhood and early 
manhood were spent, and memories 
crowd in upon me that are very ful:

yet very full of sadness. They bring 
to me those who made the old home 
very dear and the most precious spot 
on earth. I have passed with bowed 
head the place where they rest. We 
are here in our generation with the 
work of those who have gone belore 
vpon us.

The anchor catches again ina tree. 
Again a jerk, a crack, a rebound, and I 
am tossed about like a ball. Once more 
the anchor catches. I find myself just 
above the top of a dense old cedar. 
Head first I dive into the branches 
and fall from bough to bough till I reach 
the ground. The anchor rattles near 
ine. Another tree breaks, and the bal- 
loon sails off to the northwest. 

‘‘T had landed near Clive. In an hour 
I had the whole neighborhood out look- 
ing for Schmitz. He was not to be 
found. ‘Dead,’ I thought, as I limped 
painfully along between two peasants in 
the direction of the Overath railway 
station.

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Suggestions as to a General 
Plan 


For the Lrrigation and Reclama- 
tion of the Arid Lands 
of Nevada.

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TION WORKS. 


The Carson river is one of the most 
important rivers in the State, as it is 
essential to both the mining and agri- 
coltural interests. It passes through 


four counties—Douglas, Ormsby, Lyon 


and Churchill. The two principal 
agricultural communities upon it are 
in Douglas 
county, pear the head of the river, 
and in Churchill connty, at its sink ; 


goo|the former comprising about 25,000 


acres of irrigated land, and the latter 
about 15,000 acres. With an increased 
and steady supply of water each com- 
munity can be greatly enlarged. In 
Douglas county there are about 22,500 
acres of arid land, now unirrigated, 
within easy reach of the river, and in 
Churchill county nearly 400,000 acres. 

About midway between these two 
communities, running from Empire 
to Dayton, lie the quartz mills which 
crush the ores from the Comstock 
mines, and for which water power is 
utilized. These mills, it is claimed, 
have the oldest rights on the river, for 
both Churchill and Douglas counties 
owe the inception of their agricultural 
industries to the successful develop- 
ment of the mines on the Comstock, 
which furnish a market for their pro- 
ducts. These two agricultural com- 
munities bave been gradually expand- 
ing the area of cultivation. Numer- 
ous ditches have been taken out of the 
river at various times and places. As 
a rule the oldest rights on the river 
are the mill rights, and there are num- 
erous rights below the wills in 
Lyon and Churchill counties which 
antedate many of those in Douglas 
and Ormsby counties above the mills. 

The result is that although the river 
supplies sufficient water for all these 
rights during the flood season, extend- 
ing to the middle of June or first of 
July, yet during the period of searcity 
following there is great contention as 
to the right to the water, and it is 
claimed by the mill owners and 
ranchers in Lyon and Churchill coun- 
ties that the rapchers in Douglas 
county, who have the first chance at 
at the water, take it out without re- 
gard to the rights of those below. It 
is also claimed that this difficulty will 
continually increase, owing to the fact 
that the lands in Douglas county now 
arid are being gradually reclaimed, 
and the water is alien used on these 
lands to the injury of the rights of the 
small ranchers in Douglas county, as 
well as the rights of the mills and 
ranchers in Ormsby, Lyon and 
Churchill counties. 

The arid lands in the valley of the 
Carson, in Douglas county, amounting 
to about 22,500 acres, are for the most 
part owned by only four or five par- 
ties. The ditch necessary to reclaim 
them must be taken out of the river) 
far above most of the existing ditches 
which now supply the small farmers 
in this county. Such a ditch, though 
at a disadvantage as a matter of legal 
right, would have the advantage in 
the matter of position, for it can take 
the water out first. The result is that 
unless some means are devised for in- 
creasing the supply of water by stor- 
age, the whole nver will be involved 
in litigation, which will be divided 
into four classes: First, a litigation 
between the mills and the farmers of 
Douglas and Ormsby counties ; second, 
a litigation between the farmers of 
Churchill county and the farmers of 
Douglas and Ormsby counties; third, 
a litigation between the small farmers 
of Douglas county aod the large farm- 
ers, who propose to reclaim the arid 
lands to which I have referred; and 
fourth, a litigation between the farm- 
ers of Ormsby, Lyon and Churchill 
counties against each other as to pri- 
ority of right. There can be no con- 
flict of interest between the mills and 
the farmers of Lyon and Churchill 
counties, for the water passing through 
the mills is only used for motive power 
and is restored to the river. 

Un the West Carson is the great 
Hope valley, an exceptionally fine site 
for an immense storage reservoir, but 
the cost of the necessary dam, esti- 
mated at over $800,000, is at present 
prohibitory of the enterprise, even 
though the cost per unit volume of 
water impounded would be compara- 
tively cheap. An additional objee- 
tion is that Hope valley is in Cali- 
fornia, and we do not know how our 
neighbors will treat us in the matter 
of taxing our public works which ne- 
cessity may compel us to locate on 
their soil. 

There are several good reservoir 
sites within the drainage area of the 
East Carson of which we know, but 
these, so far as I am informed, are 
open either to the objection of being 
without boundaries of our State, or of 
necessitating the rontrol of more cap- 
ital than it would seem would be 
available at first. But this point will 
bear further examination. 

‘lhere are three excellent reservoir 
sites on the Carson river in Nevada. 
The Long Valley reservoir, in Doug- 
las county ; the Middle Carson reser- 
voir, in Ormsby county, above Em- 
pire; the Lower Carson reservoir, in 
Jhurchill county, above Ragtown, all 
of which are delineated on the map of 
the Carson river system of irrigation 
and water storage. Detailed plans of 
these reservoirs are shown on other 
maps accompanying this pamphlet. 

e question to be determined is 
where and when and how shall the 
work be commenced, and to what ex- 
tent it shall be prosecuted, and with a 
view to elucidating these questions I 
shall present in detail the plan of 
each reservoir, the use that it serves 
and its advantages.

KEMMLER'S BURIAL. 


Gruesome Midnight Scene in the Convict 
Grave-Yard at Auburn. 

@ That portion of Fort Hill Cemetery 
in Auburn which faces the poorest and 
most desolate part of the city is known 
as the ‘‘convicts’ burying ground,” says 
the New York Sun. Nothing divides it 
from the costly tombs and towering 
headstones of marble that mark the 
space devoted to the righteous dead 
save a line of ragged, sickly grass that 
tells where the lawn-mowersstop. The 
entrance to the God's Acre of the con- 
viet dead is on a side street, and is 
guarded by a pretty cottage in which 
lives a grave-digger and his wife. 

The mystery attending the burial of 
William Kemmler was only second to 
the mystery surrounding the prepara- 
tions for his death. It will be remem- 
bered that he was tortured to death by 
electricity early on the morning of Au- 
gust 6, and that a few hours later the 
knives of the surgeons were busy cut- 
ting the body to pieces. There was 
some doubt concerning the section of 
law relating to the burial of the body, 
and when the watchers about the prison 
on the night following the execution 
saw no sign of any funeral it was gen- 
erally believed that the body had been 
covered with quick-lime and buried be- 
neath one of the flagstones of the 
prison yard. Late in the after- 
noon of the next day the grave- 
digger in eharge of the convict bury- 
ing ground received orders to have 
a grave ready for a body at ten 7 
that night. The grave was dug, an 
when ten o'clock came without bringing 
the expected body, the grave digger 
turned the light down low in the sit- 
ting-room of his cottage and went to 
sleep in his working clothes. His wife 
lay on a bed in front of a window keep- 
ing watch on the street, so that she 
might wake her husband when the body 
arrived. 

Meantime men in charge of what was 
left of the dead murderer’s body had 
placed it in an express wagon at 9:50 
o'clock, and had driven out of the prison 
gate. There was a knot of men on the 
sidewalk who immediately showed 
signs of excitement when the wagon ap- 
peared. It wasinstantly decided that 
these men were reporters, and the 
driver of the wagon, in accordance evi- 
dently with the orders of Warden Durs- 
ton to elude the newspaper men, drove 
around the block and then back into the 
prison yard. No other attempt was 
made to dispose of the body until 
eleven o’clock, when the express wagon 
again came rattling out, but again there 
were men on the sidewalk who seemed 
interested in its movements, and once 
again the wagon was driven back into 
the yard, and the big gates closed on it. 
No other effort was made to bury the 
body until midnight, when the wagon 
came dashing out as though the driver 
was bound to get rid of his burden at all 
hazards.
